San Francisco, April 8.— Jam es Mo­ 
ran surrendered imself to a United 
States m arshal in San Diego last night 
and confessed, according

Morse, postal inspector here, to aiding 
in the Liberty street ferry postal rob­

1906, under the adminis­ 
tration of Mayor John A. Collins.

was to cover a period of twenty-one 
years from the date of ratification.

city of Sedalia 
should maintain the fire hydrants, for 
which the.v were to pay annually the 
sum of $30 each. 
At the present time 
there are 234 such hydrants, the total 
costs of which 
amount 
to 
$7,320, 
which the city pays annually to the 
City W ater company. 
Besides these 
hydrants, the city also pays, st meter 
rate, for the water u.-ed in all of the 
public buildings of the city. 
In the 
contract drawn up with 
the 
water 
company at that time, it is also speci­ 
fied the cost of water service for the 
various 
size 
dwellings. 
This latter 
clause was also made to cover a period 
of twenty-one years. 
According 
to 
A t t o r n e y Robertson, 
'the public utilities 
commission 
has 
taken upon itself a power not vested 
in the commission by the legislature. 
That power is to annul the contract 
which has been in effect between the 
City of Sedalia and the water com­ 
pany since August 6, 1906. 
The com­ 
mission. however, it is alleged, holds 
that whenever it considers ihe rates 
to be too low fot a reasonable reve­ 
nue on capital invested, the commis­ 
sion has the power to annul any and

ARRESTED ACHECK FORGER 


Frank Cunningham Passes Worthless 
Paper on Several Merchants.

Cunningham's career is fam iliar to 
the police. 
About six months ago he 
was arrested on complaint of his wife, 
who at that time was connected with 
a m illinery store in East Sedalia.

an authority on rail operation, says: 


“The thing that counts most :n the 


operation of trains is continuous run­ 
ning and not very fast speed at one 
point and very slow speed at another. 
There is something wrong with the 
operation when passenger trains are 
subject to frequent delays, slowing 
up behind other trains, crawling in 
and out of terminals and in many 
ways eating up schedule time. Aside 
from snow and other w eather condi­ 
tions, a large per cent -of these ]»etty 
delays are unnecessary, and are duo 
to lack of proper discipline or infer­ 
ior facilities or perhaps lack of team 
work all around. 
“If a train can be started from one 
I terminal and operated without delay, 
making a continuously uninterrupted 
smooth run to the next terminal, it 
means maintenance of schedule and 
modified speed for any railroad. 
By 
this I do not mean nonstop runs, but 
the operation of the trains 
without 
the unnecessary delays which are so 
frequent. 
“There need be no great speeds on 
American railroads, if we build, main­ 
tain and operate our roads so that 
extra stops and 
unnecessary 
slow 
points are 
eliminated. 
Continuous 
and uninterrupted running at average 
speeds is the need of American rail­ 
roads today.”

It is net infrequently that animals 
with good teeth cat so last that no 
srnaU amount of grain passes into the 
stomach without being broken, conse­ 
quent^ but little of the food elements 
contained iii such broken grain is ab­ 
sorbed in passing through the system. 
L ground feed is fed in the dry state, 
it ( annot be eaten faster than the sa­ 
liva will moisten it, and is there fore 
more readily digested. 
Some times, I 
owing to the pressure of a particular i 
job of work, horses can only be a1- ! 
lowed a snort time to eat their morn­ 
ing or noonday meal. 
In snail cases 
we feed ground feed that has been 
moistened at the rate of a pint of wa­ 
ter to six quarts of feed. 
lf dampened hay he fed, the horses 
will be able to eat twice the quantity 
in a given time than if fed dry.

BREAKING UP A BROODY HEN 


Farm ers Are Urged Not to Indulge in 
Cruel Practice of D ucking— 
, 
Simple Plan Outlined. 


To break up » broody hen, do not 
indulge In the cruel habit of ducking 
it in water. Here is a simple and civi­ 
lized method for breaking up a broody 
hen: 
“When a hen becomes broody let her 
sit for a few days in order to give her 
system time to recuperate and at the 
same time making it easier to get her 
out of the habit when she is once taken 
in hand for treatment. After she has 
had her fewr days stay on the nest put 
her in an airy and roomy coop, the 
bottom of which is made of strips, 
with plenty of air space so as to per­ 
mit ample circulation. 
Suspend this 
coop in the air, thus permitting plenty 
of fresh air from the bottom. 
Feed 
lightly, but supply with fresh w’ater. 
The hen knows only too w’ell that she 
must have warmth from below In or­ 
der to hatch anything, and she will 
soon realize that her case is hopeless 
and give it up as a bad job.” 


ORCHARD GRASS FOR GRAZING 


Coarse-Growing, Bunchy Plants F u r­ 
nish Good Feed in Early Sp rin g— 
It Prevents Erosion. 


Orchard grass is a coarse growing, 
bunchy 
grass 
that 
furnishes 
good 
grazing in early spring and late fall 
weather. 
It will endure considerable 
rough treatment without injury and 
should be kept closely grazed for the 
best. results. 
No other grass will stand more 
shade, rind it is the one most often 
recommended for woodland pastures. 
It never does well on light, sandy 
soils. 
On wet lands and heavy clays 
it is an excellent grass to mix with 
redtop. From 20 to 30 pounds of seed 
to the acre will give a full stand. 
Half as much will be sufficient for 
pasture mixtures. It sh uld be seeded 
in the fall. 
It is one of the best 
grasses to sow’ in gullies, to prevent 
further erosion.

Defect Is One cf W orkmanship and 
C m Cc Overccir.o by Application 
of Proper Methods. 


(Front W eekly Nev.*? Letter United State' 
Department of Agriculture.) 
Mottled butter is frequently found 
on the m arket at this tim e of the 
year, and. even though it may be of 
very good favor, it is strongly dis 
elim inated against by the purchaser. 
As this defect is one of workmanship, 
it can bo overcome by the application 
of proper m ethods on the p art of the 
butterm aker. 
Mottles are caused prim arily by an 
uneven distribution of salt in the bul­ 
ter. 
This may be produced by insuffi­ 
cient w orking of tile butter or by 
churning, washing and working it at 
a very low tem perature, or by washing 
or working it at a tem perature several 
degrees higher or lower than tho 
churning tem perature. 
W hen the quantity of butter made in 
one churning is much less than usual, 
it is necessary to work it a greater 
num ber of revolutions of the churn 
than usual in order to produce tho 
sam e results on the butter. 
Extrem ely 
low 
tem peratures 
of 
churning, washing and working should 
be avoided, because they produce so 
firm a butter that It is only with great 
difficulty that the salt can be worked 
uniformly into it. 
High tem peratures 
of churning, washing and 
working 
m ust be avoided to prevent an abnor­ 
mal loss of fat in tho butterm ilk and 
also the making of a greasy, leaky 
butter. 
Great variations in tem perature dur­ 
ing the m anufacturing process should 
always be avoided. Under normal con­ 
ditions the tem perature of the wash 
w ater should be the same as, or with­ 
in two degrees of, that of the butter­ 
milk.

Skin Is Found Infested— Treat 
With Coal Tar Dip. 


Whenever a sheep has a filthy spot 
on any part of its body or when it 
continually twists about and bites the 
wool in a certain place it should be 
examined 
for 
maggots. 
The 
wool 
should be clipped to the skin if found 
infected and the spot treated with a 
weak solution of tar dip. 
If maggots have already lodged in 
the 
muscles 
use a 
solution 
quite 
strong. 
Pour the medicine over the 
infested Tart and work it into the 
holes made by the maggots. 
They will soon come wriggling out. 
Turpentine, which is sometimes used 
I for this purpose, is harsh in its ac­ 
tion, and is not recommended on hu­ 
mane grounds. Chloroform is the best 
J thing to clear out maggots.

Commerce and secured their booklet 
reporting on their work, which

begun iii 1914,

more extensive efforts in 1913, and is

plans of work in Cincinnati, briefly 
outlined, are directed

tween France and Germany, possibly 
joined to the small independent grand 
duchy of Luxemburg that is now in 
German occupation, is the latest sug 
gestion put forward in Dutch socialist 
circles in an attempt to bridge the 
deep chasm between the French and 
German socialist groups, and to en 
able the socialists on both belligerent 
sides to work with one 
accord 
in 
their respective countries for the at­ 
tainment of peace. 
The Alsace-Lorraine question is the 
great 
stumbling 
block 
which 
has 
hitherto defeated all attem pts of tin 
i'amous Socialist International to re­ 
store harmony and unity among the 
various 
national 
groups 
affiliated 
to it, and the Dutch socialist organ, 
Jet Yolk, now puts forward the fore­ 
going as the chief point in a draft of 
peace terms upon the basis of. which, 
it urges, all socialists 
might 
under 
take a campaign in favor of ending the 
present terrible struggle. 
Rejecting the idea of the w'ar in 
demnity recently referred to in the 
Reichstag as out of the question, the 
program in question sets forth fur­ 
ther that Germany 
shall 
surrender 
the territory she has occupied in the 
west in return for the restoration to 
her of the free sea, which is, says 
Ret Yolk, a hundred times more nec­ 
essary 
for 
her 
national existence, 
while the allies shall give her back 
her lost colonies in exchange for the 
non-Polish Russian territory in Ger­ 
man occupation and 
the 
restoration 
of Serbia and Montenegro. 
Russian 
Poland should, it is proposed, become 
an independent state, which is on the 
one hand what the Russian emperor 
has promised and on the other would 
furnish Germans with an important 
reinforcement of the safety which so 
many of them regard as threatened 
on the Russian side. 
As regards the Alsace-Lorraine so 
lution already mentioned, it is argued 
that only a defeated Germany' would 
ever cede this territory' 
to 
France, 
while only a crushed France would 
reconcile itself to Alsace-Lorraine re­ 
maining German. 
Hence the call for 
another plan. 
The people of the new 
state would choose their own form of 
government, and would naturally do 
wisely to select their prince, if they 
decided on that luxury, outside Ger­ 
many and France. 
The socialist organ quoted cherishes 
no illusions in regard to such a pro­ 
gram being acceptable to the bellig 
erent 
countries 
at the present mo­ 
ment. 
It is, nevertheless, convinced 
that if, after another costly attempt 
on the part of both sides to secure the 
long-sought victory, the position is not 
much changed, the way out will have 
to be found in some such scheme, and 
concludes by declaring that it should 
be the duty of social democracy in the 
various countries to indicate this to 
the peoples and governments.

Mr. Tsao calls attention to the fact

Is gradually 
becoming closer between 
China and 
Japan, as the 
educated 
classes in 
each country are 
studying

guage of the other. 
He 
points out 
that this literary kinship might 
well 
make for better 
relations 
between 
the 
two 
countries,

expresses 
doubt as to whether this is the case 
because of the bitter tem per shown 
in the press of both countries. 
Japanese pubicists 
and 
speakers 
are estranging the 
feelings 
of the 
two nations and 
leading 
the diplo­ 
matic situation gradually to a diffi- 
j cult and dangerous pit, says the vice 
minister. “What is true of Japanese 
■ publicists and 
speakers 
is 
equally 
{true of Chinese journalists. I am an 
humble official, but I am 
constantly 
{calling the attention of our newspa­ 
per men to the danger of indulging 
in violent attacks against Japan and 
j holding them under as much restraint 
as I can possibly exercise. It is doubt­ 
ful whether such caution is exercised 
by Japanese officials over their pub­ 
lic writers, for the writings of Japan- J 
ese publicists toward China are, 
if 
anything, stronger as 
the 
days go 
I by. 
So long as this attitude is not 
modified and writers in Japan are al­ 
lowed to abuse 
China, 
the two na­ 
tions will never be reconciled to each 
other.” 
Discussing 
business 
reltions 
be­ 
tween 
Chinese 
and 
Japanese 
and 
what he terms the hostile attitude of 
the Japanese in commercial transac­ 
tions, Tsao Ju-lin says: “Most Chin­ 
ese entertain no apprehension 
when 
they are entering into a business en­ 
terprise with Europeans or Ameri­ 
cans; they are rather pleased to de­ 
velop China’s resources by the aid of 
European capital and skill. But when 
it comes to Japanese they fear that 
the whole enterprise will be monopo­ 
lized by them. 
“Again, it is a fact that the Chin­ 
ese generally think 
that 
American 
and European countries 
are respect­ 
ively carrying on a certain fixed poli­ 
cy established on a firm diplomatic 
principle; but Japan’s policy towards 
China is constantly wavering, and it 
is difficult to discover at what it is 
really aiming. Take, for instance, ex­ 
amples that actually have transpired 
within recent date. When the monar­ 
chial movement was started in Chi­ 
na certain members of the Japanese 
cabinet expressed their 
approval at 
the beginning, but when the question 
took concrete 
shape 
they suddenly 
assumed 
an 
antagonistic 
attitude, 
which finally resulted in an interfer­ 
ence. 
Again, when the dispatch of 
the Chinese special envoy was 
first 
proposed, the 
Japanese government 
expressed its willingness to receive 
him, but at the eleventh hour a re­ 
fusal was notified. These are only a 
few instances 
showing 
how incon­ 
stant is the policy of Japan toward 
our country. 
“What 
I 
regard 
as 
especially 
strange is 
Japan’s 
attitude toward 
Japanese gentlemen engaged by the 
Chinese government. 
American and 
European advisers exert their efforts 
for the interests of China, and their 
governments and people think noth­ 
ing strange about them. But the at*i- 
tude of the Japanese government and 
people ovvard 
Japanese 
advisers is 
rigorous; 
nay, 
much 
too 
severe. 
Should any of the latter ever do any­ 
thing to promote the welfare of the 
Chinese 
government 
the 
Japanese 
rise up en masse and shower upon 
him vile epithets, sparing no words 
of censure. As it is, Japanese advis­ 
ers are afraid to say anything, with 
the result that their services, I am 
sorry to say, do not amount to much. 
I feel thoroughly sympathetic toward 
these 
Japanese gentlemen engaged 
by our government.”
